bed in his home near the dapot 
Bad from every appearance he had 
been murdered 
and from the best 
information obtainable for the few 
hundred 
dollars he was 
known

posse 8 
His body was 
found lying on the 
bed 
and across his chest was a rifle 
with 
one arm 
thrown 
across 
the 
gun and at nrst it was 
thought to 
be a case of 
suicide 
but when

necessarily

powder burns where the bullet
